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Applicants' amendment filed 10/15/2004 has been considered but not entered because it 
raises new issues that would require further considerations and/or search. The amendment has 
not been entered for the following reasons stated below. 

New claims 28-32 recite the new limitation that the claimed fermentation mother liquor 
comprises a strain of Enterobacter agglomerans having L-glutamic acid-producing ability. This 
new limitation would require a new search since this new limitation was not recited in the claims 
as originally filed and in the claim amendment dated 04/02/2004. Thus, the amendment filed 
10/15/2004 has not been entered because it would require a new search. 

Furthermore, new claims 28-32 would be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, 
for failing to comply with the written description requirement. These new claims are directed 
toward a genus of Enterobacter agglomerans which is not adequately described by the 
specification since the specification only discloses a single member of the claimed genus, which is 
a deposited Enterobacter agglomerans AJ13355 strain of accession number of FERM BP-6614.
